348.07 (2) (g), Stats,, which limits the length of
a trailer or semitrailer in a 2-vehicle combination to 48 feet does not ap-
ply to an automobile haulaway provided the automobile haulaway does
not exceed 66 feet in length plus the authorized front and rear overhangs.
